For lce Making end Refrigeretion Consumere having e demand 5f at
leest 40 X¥ the maximum shall be modifled accordingly. The Congumer shall
be ktilled on the actual demand establighed during the billing period during
the months of Noverter, December, Janugry, February =nd Yarch, but which
demend ehall not be less then 20% of the Meximum Demend so establighed with-
in tke twelve monthe preceding. During fthe other months of April, May
June, July, August, Septemter, aznd October, the Consumer shall be vilied
on the greetest Yaximum Demand so established within the twelve monthe
period immedlately preceding eny such billing period.
